For each program or activity identified, we have
displayed the proyram authorizing and funding legisla-
tion (public law and U.S. Code citation) and the relevant
budgetary information (authorization, budget authority,
obligations and outlays). The reguisite budyget data are
provided for fiscal years 1978 (actual), 1979 (cstimate)
and 1980 (President's budget regquest).
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We hope that this information will assist you in the
performance of your responsibilities under Section 301 (c)
of the Budget Act and in meeting your other program infor-
nation. nceds. '
